Aldermen completed their review 
of departmental estimates Saturday.

1934, 

Supt. Robert Christie told coun- 
cil that the capital cost of the plant | 
was $1,049,000, less the amount in 
the sinking fund to retire the debt 
of $600,000, The ‘phone exchange 
had assets of $2,600,000. 


RESERVE FUND 

There was sufficient in the re- 
serve fund to meet new extensions 
and renewals, Supt. Christie said. 
Sixty-two per cent of the plant was 
thoroughly modernized with the 
two-wire system. 

In conclusion, the telephone of- 
ficial said that business for this de- 
partment had increased 90 per cent 
gince 1913.

on reliable authority on Monday 

Officials of the Alberta Prohibi- 
tion Association have pressed the 
government either for a plebiscite 
or the enactment of legislation 
bringing about this abolition. 

So far as can be learned, the gov- 
ernment will place decision on the 
subject in the hands of the legis- 
lature as a whole, as was done 
when the amendments to the 
Liquor Control Act were dealt 
with at the last session.

Police Obtain Samples Of! 
“Transfer” Currency 


Passed Here | 


Believed to be the handiwork of | 


counterfeiters coming east from 
Pacific coast cities, two spurious $5 | 
bills, turned in to an Edmonton 


bank Saturday, were handed to the 
police department. Banks, depart- 
ment stores, wholesale warehouses, 
theatres and small merchants were | 


warned to be on the look-out for | 
the counterfeits, Imperial and Bank 
of Commerce $5's. } 


The two bills appear to have been | 
produced by the same process, the | 
covering of the face of a genuine | 
note with a solution and then plac- | 
ing the bill on' a blank piece of 
paper to transfer the replica. 
FIGURES REVERSED 

Faces and figures on the counter- 


genuine bills. In the same ‘manner | 
as writing on blotting paper is in| 
reverse to the scroll to which the 
blotter has been applied. 

In every other way the counter- 
feits are surprisingly genuine in ap-| 
pearance and authorities fear more 
of them will be put into circulation. | 
The spurious notes are the products 
of experts, even the paper being of | 
the same tough, hard wearing crispy 
texture of the genuine $5's. The 
color is perfect and the reproduction 
of the faces and figures cannot be 
distinguished from those on genuine | 


notes, except perhaps by money ex- | 
perts, | 


SOME ON COAST 


So far the only reports of similar 
counterfeits in other cities have 
come from Vancouver and police 
believe that the gang of “kite fliers’ 
responsible for the circulation lo-| 
cally of the bad paper, may be} 
working east from the Pacific coast. 

Both bills were detected by tell- 
ers Saturday when they reached 
the home banks after passing 
through other money houses. One 
note was presented by an auction- 
eer, the second being turned in 
with receipts from a large store. 

About the only way for the lay- 
man to detect the counterfeits is to 
note the figures at the four corners 
of the bills. On the good notes, 
the Roman numeral “V” is at the 
top left and the figure “5” at the 
top right, the position being oppo- 
site on the bottom corners. 

On the counterfeits the “V's” and 
“5's” are reversed.

yet delivered in an Alberta legis- 
lature, and outstanding in the pres- 
ent session, was as follows: 

“T had hopes that when this bud-; 
get was brought down to find in it! 
some distinct signs of easing the 
burden on the backs of the people 
of this province. I had hopes that 
the government would have a pol- 
icy that would assist agriculture. I 
had hoped to iearn of the plan of 
assisting the settlers on the irri#a- 
tion projects, the homesteaders, end 
the settlers in the drought areas. I 
expected to see at least a ray of 
hope for the unemployed, and an 
easing of the strain on those recetv- 
ing relief. I thought that we would 
hear what was to be done for the 
returned soldier, and I imagined 
that we would learn of a reasonable 
plan for the proper adjustment of | 
excessive debts. I expected to be 
informed of a policy to assist lum- 
bering, fishing, mining and the oil 
industry, and for the development) 
of our natural resources. I was 
confident that after the years of ex- 
perience of this government one 
would be informed that the tax- 
payers would to a degree at least | 
be relieved of the fear of losing 
their homes. | 

“What do we find? The provin-| 
cial treasurer assures us of increas- | 
ed taxation and to no small degree. 
We are told that there is to be 
extracted (1) an additional $450,- 
000 by increasing the gasoline tax, 
(2) we will have to borrow $700.- 
000 to pay the deficit on next year's 
operating expenses on which in- 
terest must be paid, (3) we will 
have to borrow probably $1,500,100 
or even more to pay this year's de- 
ficit on which interest must be paid 
and (4) the government purposes 
making large additional borrowings 
on capital account on which interest 
will also have to be paid? It is) 
estimated that the additional yearly) 
taxation imposed by this budget to 
merely carry these will exceed | 
$800,000. A 

“Considering the times through | 
which we are passing, considering | 
the condition of people generally, | 
considering the ability of the tax- 
payers to pay, can anyone approve 
a budget of this kind? Surely the 
government realizes the conditions | 
in Alberta? Surely it is not neces- 
sary to review the harrowing de- 
tails of suffering and privation that 
are around us and in every part of 
the province. Is it that fourteen 
years of ease of office, of pleasant 
surroundings, of extraordinary ]ux- | 
ury, have dulled the feelings of the 
members of the government to the 
unfortunate plight of the farmers 
and others who sent them here? 


OWN SALARIES SAFE 

“We have heard a deal 
about the reduction of interest and 
I thoroughly agree. We know that 
the government has cut the school 
grants, the hospital grants, the 
mothers’ allowances, the old age 
pensions, haggled over relief pay- 
ments, and that injured workmen 
have to fight for every cent of com- 
pensation they get. These are some 
of the humanitarian things—these) 
are the worth-while things They | 
have been cut. Savings have been) 
made on them, but have the cab- 
inet ministers cut their own sal- 
aries?” 

“If a government is going to be 
consistent, if the members of this 
assembly are going to be con- 
sistent, then they should set the 
example in assisting the taxpay- 
ers by first reducing their own 
remuneration. The cabinet min- 
ister’s salary now is $66,000 pius | 
$1,800 sessional indemnity. This | 
salary should be cut to $5,000 and 
the indemnity to $1,500. The pre- 
mier’s salary is $8,500 plus $1,800 
sessional indemnity. This salary 
should be cut to $6,500 and the 
indemnity to $1,500. 

“I am not unmindful of the fact 
that there is now a deduction from) 
the present salaries of the percent- | 
age under the civil servants’ volun-| 
tary schedule, but considering the) 
times and the condition of the 
people, I maintain that these sal- | 
aries should be reduced. } 


REDUCE INDEMNITIES | 
“I say to each member of this 
assembly also that the sessional 
indemnities should be reduced to 
$1,500. How can the members of 
this government consistently cut | 
the expenses of the government | 
{

unless they first enforce a cut in 
their own incomes. 


CUT “HIGH” SALARIES 

“While I am speaking on this! 
matter I want to go farther and say 
that in my opinion no salary in the 
service. should exceed $5,000. I) 
know that someone may go out of| 
this assembly and say that Howson | 
advocates shashing salaries. That! 
is not true. I do advocate cutting | 
down the high salaries, but I am) 
unalterably opposed to cutting any 
of the lower salaries. The vast} 
majority of those in the civil ser- 
vice are not getting too high sal- 
aries. In fact I believe that some 
salaries are too low, but I repeat 
that these high salaries should be 
cut, 

“Surely a person with an income 
of over $7,000, which is paid by the 
depressed taxpayers of Alberta,| 
should not ask these same taxpay- 
ers to provide him also with an} 
automobile or an automobile with 
a radio, Yet we find our Alberta 
cabinet ministers, each dipping into 
the taxpayers’ pockets and draw-

ing out for himself a brand new 
limousine. | 
SUPPLY OWN CARS 

"The cabinet ministers should 


supply their own cars, It was noth- 
ing short of shocking that our cabi- 
net ministers should have last sum- 
mer, in the fourth year of the most) 
distressing depression that we have! 
ever known, used the taxpayers’ 


money to provide a fleet of new, 
automobiles for their use, 
"Did they forget that some of 


these same taxpayers were trying, 
fo save their homes from confisca- | 
tion? Did they forget that some of 
these same taxpayers could not buy | 
for themselves even a license, or a 
new tire, or even a gallon of gaso- 
line? 

“It is even said that the Provin- 
cial Treasurer, whose budget we are 
‘o consider, proved himself such a 
good financier for himself that he

turned in his personally owned car 
note for it 
good for two years, and obtained a) 
taxpayers’ paid for car. J hope that 
is not true, In any event we have! 
in this unwarranted purchase of) 
luxurious automobiles in a_ time} 
like this an indication of the man: | 
ner in which the taxpayers’ busi 

ness is being carried on. Can we) 
have confidence in a budget pre-| 
pared by such a government? 


INCORRECT BUDGET 


“Can the taxpayers’ representa- 
tives in this Assembly accept this 
budget as being even nearly cor- 
rect? Year after year we have 
warned the government that its es- 
timates were improperly prepared 
Year after year we have advised 
the government to withdraw the es- | 
timates and revise and reduce the} 
expenditures, and each year this 
has been refused. Let us see what 
has happened! 


“In the session of 1930 the mem- 
bers were told by the government 
that there would be a surplus of 
$73,741. It turned out to be an 
actual deficit of $2,450,751.56—just | 
$2,524,492.56 wrong. In 1931 we | 
were told that there would be a | 
deficit of $376,841.61. It turned out | 
to be an actual deficit of $5,768,- 
352.38—just $5,391,490.77 wrong. 
In 1932 the government estimated 
a surplus of $149,200, and it turn- 
ed out to be an actual deficit of 
$2,107,521.03, just $2,256,721.03 
wrong. In 1933 we were told that 
we would have a surplus of $9,700 
and the estimates turned out to 
be wrong just $1,887,731.42. 


WRONG FOUR YEARS 
“Now to summarize. If you re- 
view the estimates presented to this 


Assembly in the years 1930, 1931, 
1932 and 1933, and compare them 


with the actual results, you will 
find that the government has been 
wrong in these four years in the 
amount of $12,060,435.78. 

“That is not good enough for the 
taxpayers of this province. It is not 
good enough for the members of 
this Assembly after the warnings 
that have been given to the govern- 
ment year after year. A _ govern- 
ment that after fourteen years of} 
experience cannot estimate more 
closely than that, is not good 
enough for the people of Alberta 
Is this budget any better than those 
of preceding years? In the light of | 
the past history of this government 
in presenting its budgets, I wil} 
venture the guess that the estimat- 
ed deficit of $700,000 as presented 
to this Legislature is only about 59 
per cent correct. 


NOT UNEMPLOYMENT 

“Let no one say that these defi- 
cits are due to the unemployment 
problem. This is not the case. 
The money used for unemploy- 
ment relief is borrowed money 
and is charged to the capital debt. 
It has not been taken out of the 
annual revenues of the Province. 


DEFICITS 

“While we are on this question of | 
annual over-spending on the cur- 
rent account of the province, or an- 
nual deficits, a review of the pub- 
lic accounts as printed by the gov- 
ernment shows that in its twelve 
full years of office it has collected 
on current account $160,746,927.15, 
and has spent for running expens- 
es the sum of $172,803,552.33, 

“In other words during its 
twelve years of existence it has 
oyer-spent on ordinary current 
account $12,056,625.18. This sum 
has had to be borrowed to meet 
the yearly deficits and is now in- 
cluded in the capital debt upon 
which our people have to pay in- 
terest. 

“There have been seven years in 
there have been deficits 
amounting in all to $14,548,012.12 
against which there have been five 
years in which there have been 
surpluses totalling only $2,491,- 
386.94, 

“The Provincial Treasurer says, 
that this over-spending is due to 
falling revenues. Is that correct? 
Turn to page 81 of the 1934 pub- 
lic accounts. This is what you find 
Revenue collected by the govern-
